A ONE-SIDED TREATY 

A treaty between Canada and the United 
States for the preservation of the sockeye salmon | 
industry on this coast must be fair to both coun- 
tries; must have provisions which are not going 
to affect adversely the interests of industrial de 
velopment on either side of the border. This is 
the attitude taken by Mr, R. B. Bennett and the 
Conservatives of the Dominion. National interests 
are involved and it is their duty to safeguard 
thesé; especially is it the duty of the Conserva- 
tives of this province, who have twelve repre- 
sentatives in the Federal Parliament, to see 
to it that no international pact is ratified which 
could in any of its implications place this proy- 
ince at a disadvantage where industrial develop- 
ment ts concerned.
